SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are  those  of  Agriculture 
and  Market  Gardening.  A few  leather  dressing  factories  have  been 
established  for  some  years  at  Harrold  and  Odell. 

Along  the  River  Ouse  there  are  some  mills  which  are  used  for 
grinding  corn  and  making  flour. 

At  Wymington  and  Podington  many  of  the  inhabitants  earn  their 
living  by  working  in  the  boot  factories  at  Rushden. 

The  health  of  the  District  is  good  and  there  is  no  trade  carried 
on  which  is  prejudicial  to  public  health. 

At  Stewartby,  Marston,  Ridgmont  and  at  Kempston  Hardwick, 
there  are  large  brickmaking  companies  which  absorb  a good  number 
of  men  from  the  southern  portion  of  your  district.

{b)  For  Infectious  Diseases.  A motor  Ambulance  is  kept  at  the 
Oakley  Isolation  Hospital. 

For  Non-Inf ectious  Diseases.  A Public  Ambulance  is  kept  at  the 
Bedford  Fire  Station,  and  is  available  for  your  District.  Telephone : 2222. 

Judging  from  the  experience  of  previous  years,  the  present 
arrangement  appears  to  be  quite  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 
In  the  event  of  an  extra  ambulance  being  required  in  an  emergency, 
there  is  an  understanding  with  the  neighbouring  authorities  that  their 
ambulances  would  be  available. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(r)  The  Bedfordshire  County  Nursing  Association  supplies  14 
nurses  to  33  villages  in  your  district.  These  nurses  attend  to  midwifery 
and  maternity  cases  principally,  but  also  to  minor  medical  and  surgical 
ailments.  They  are  not  allowed  to  attend  to  any  disease  of  an  infectious 
nature. 

The  nurses  are  supervised  by  Local  Associations. 

The  salaries  for  these  nurses  are  raised  by  voluntary  contributions, 
by  small  fees  which  are  charged  to  non-members  requiring  their  services 
and  by  a grant  from  the  Bedford  County  Council.

The  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Kempston  First  Aid 
Post  on  Thursday  at  2.30  p.m.  and  Friday  at  10  a.m.  ; at  the  British 
Legion  Hall,  Clapham,  every  Monday  at  10  a.m.  ; at  the  Institute, 
Eaton  Socon,  every  Wednesday  at  2.30  p.m.;  at  .the  Chapel,  Harrold, 
every  other  Tuesday  at  2.30  p.m.;  at  the  Church  Hall,  Sharnbrook, 
every  other  Thursday  at  2.30  p.m.;  at  the  Club,  Stewartby,  every  Mon- 
day at  2.30  p.m.

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Arnold  Whitchurch  of  Great 
Barford,  and  to  Mr.  R.  Kilby  of  Wellingborough  for  supplying  me 
with  the  information  about  the  rainfalls  of  these  districts. 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  now  supplied  with  good  and  wholesome 
water  from  public  sources  with  the  exception  of  some  outlying  farms. 

I append  the  reports  of  the  analysis  of  the  three  main  supplies  to 
your  District,  namely  Bedford,  Biggleswade  and  Birchmoor. 


Reports  : 

Bedford. — During  1943  the  analyses  of  the  finally  treated  water 
which  are  carried  out  weekly,  showed  that  in  all  cases  the  water  was 
up  to  the  highest  drinking  water  standard. 

Biggleswade. — This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance, 
neutral  in  reaction  and  free  from  iron  and  other  metals.  The  water  is 
not  unduly  hard  in  character,  contains  no  excess  of  saline  or  mineral 
matter  in  solution  and  is  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic  and  bacterial 
purity. 

These  results  are  very  satisfactory,  consistent  with  a pure  and 
wholesome  water,  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes. 

Marston  (Water  from  Birchmoor). — This  is  a very  satisfactory 
sample.  It  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance  and  of  the  highest  standard 
of  bacterial  purity,  indicative  of  a pure  and  wholewome  water  suitable 
for  the  purposes  of  public  supply.

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1.  (ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage  Report. 

In  the  Rural  District  4,378  yards  of  open  sewers  were  thoroughly 
cleansed  and  repaired  in  various  Parishes. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

During  the  year,  complaints  were  notified  of  the  pollution  of  streams 
and  watercourses  in  five  Parishes.  In  each  case,  effluents  from  sewage 
works  belonging  to  Government  Establishments  were  concerned  and 
found  to  be  discharging  into  practically  dry  water-courses  with  resultant 
pollution. 

In  my  opinion  the  pollutions  were  due  to  the  abnormal  dry  weather 
and  overloading  of  the  various  sewage  works.  Representations  were 
made  to  the  appropriate  Departments  in  each  case. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

A water  carriage  system  is  in  operation  in  the  Parishes  of  Clapham, 
Wymington  and  Stewartby,  and  in  parts  of  the  Parishes  of  Eaton  Socon, 
Eastcotts  and  Sharnbrook.  The  rest  of  the  district  has  Water  Closets 
(to  cesspools)  and  Earth  Closets.

After  all  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  the  rooms  occupied 
by  the  patient  are  sealed  off  and  disinfected  with  a dilute  spray  of 
formalin  or  by  formaldehyde  gas.  68  rooms  were  so  treated  in  1943.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER

Patients  suffering  from  notifiable  infectious  diseases  are  treated  at 
the  Oakley  Isolation  Hospital,  which  is  now  administered  by  a Joint 
Hospital  Board,  comprised  of  members  from  the  Bedford  Borough 
Council,  Bedford  Rural  District  Council,  and  from  the  Kempston 
Urban  District  Council. 


The  accommodation  is  now  64  beds,  allowing  2,000  square  feet 
floor  space  for  each  bed  and  a cubical  ward  of  eight  beds.

An  outbreak  of  Chicken-Pox  occurred  in  the  parishes  of  Stevington, 
Kempston  Rural,  Bletsoe  and  Clapham.  There  were  also  cases  of 
Mumps  in  Willington,  Renhold,  Biddenham  and  Stewartby. 


The  Scabies  Order,  1941. 

I have  arranged  for  evacuated  children  to  be  admitted  to  St.  Peter’s 
Hospital  to  be  cleansed  and  treated. 

I have  also  arranged  with  the  Borough  of  Bedford  Authorities  to 
cleanse  all  infected  persons  at  one  of  their  cleansing  centres  at  the  cost 
of  2/-  per  treatment.  As  a rule,  two  treatments  are  necessary.  With 
regards  to  the  cleansing  of  their  clothes  and  blankets,  I instruct  the 
infected  person  or  parent  (if  a child)  to  boil  all  linen  or  cotton  sheets 
and  under-clothing  and  air  and  iron  all  blankets  and  woollen  under 
garments. 

Sixty-five  persons  have  been  cleansed  at  the  Bedford  Cleansing 
Centre.
